“ill assure the regularity of Our ©om- 
ployment andthestabillty of our earn- 
ings, and in all fo aess this is due 
uS aS well as th .oads. We urge all 
who have tow} » with the rate ques- 
tlon—-whethur the interstate commerce 
‘ommission, stfltte railways or public 
service commission, national and state 
iegislatures—-to deal fairly with this 
vital question. We have had much 
law, regulation and politics in con- 
nection with the railroads in the re- 
cent past. What they most need now 
{is compensation in the way of in- 
ereased earnings. The fund from 
which our wages are paid cannot be 
constantly depleted without hurting 
We know, too, that transporta- 
‘ion rates had nothing to do with the 
‘nereased cost of Iiving.

HEALTH DENIED, 
TAKES Hild LIFE 


M. Bernstein Dies From 
Carbolic Acid Dose. 


Telling His Wife to Visit Mov- 
ing Picture Shows, and Not 
to Hurry Home, He Clears 
the Stage for the Final Act. 
Leaves Note. 


In despair over suffering from ill 
health for the past; five years and 
having been told that he could never 
get well, m. Bernstein, 38 years of age, 
a jeweler living at 127 Davis street, 
committed suicide yesterday afternoon 
shortly before 5 o’clock by drinking 
ecarbolic acid. 

He told his wife early in the day 
to spend the afterroon uptown, to go 
to the moving picture shows and 
around to her brother’s, and not to 
hurry home on hig account. She con- 
sented to take the outing, but told 
him that she would rather be at home 
with him. 

Returning to their residence about 5 
o'clock, she found the door locked 
and was forced to make her entrance! 
by the .window.. Her husband was 
lying on “tue couch in the dining’ room 
unconscious, and it was not until she 
had summoned the Grady hospital am- 
bulance that she knew he had taken 
his own Hfe. He died a few minutes 
after reaching the hospital and never 
regained consciousness. 

Mr. Bernstein left a note, which was 
‘turned over: to the-coroner, in which 
he said that no one was to blame, and 
that as he could never get well, it was 
better to die. He had been Hving in 
Atlanta for about two years, coming 
here from Philadelphia. Surviving 
him are his wife and one child, a son 
about 7 years of age.

Boost Missourian. 


‘No Other Candidate in the 


Field and No Real Opposi- 
tion---Clark to Receive Prac- 
tically a Solid Democratic 
Vote. : 


Washington, December 9.—The first 
state delegation boom for Champ Clark, 
of Missouri, the present minority 
leader for the speakership of the next 
congress, was launched today when the 
Kentucky democrats formally indorsed 
him for the office. Friends of Mr. 
Clark say that his election to the 
Speakership of the next house is now 
assured and that there: is no other 
candidate in the field and no real oppo- 
Sition. They say that Mr. Clark has 
already received positive pledges from 
175 democratic representagives and 
pledges, more or less equivocal, from 
25' others ang that, of the remaining 
democrats in the total Of 227 .in the 
next democratic congress, practically 
all of them are expected to rally to 
Clark. 

Ollie M. James presided at today’s 
meeting of the Kentucky delegation 
and the others present were: Stanley, 
Thomas, Johnson and Cantrill, with 
proxies from two of the others and one 
member unheard from. Messrs. Sher- 
Jey ard Helm, the former an active can- 
didate for the chalrmanship of the ap- 
propriations committee, remained away 
from the meeting. The delegation, in 
indorsing Clark for speaker, and form- 
er congressman South Trimble for 
clerk of the house, adopted the follow- 
ingg resolution: 

Clark Eminently Fitted for Position. 

“Whereas, the Hon. Cyamp Clark, by 
virtue of his long experience as a rep- 
resentative to congress, by his distin- 
guished services as leader of the minor- 
ity, by his able and attractive defense 
of the principles of his party; by his 
tact, his patience, his consummate 
knowledge of human hature, rare cour- 
age and conservatism, has done much 
to bring about perfect union in his 
party which is in such striking con-

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FLED BY DIXON 


Against Americus Coun- 
cilmen and Ministers. 


Charges Conspiracy to Prevent 
the Production of His Play 
in Americus, So as to De- 
fame, Damage and Injure 
the Author. 


Macon, Ga., December 93.—(Special.)— 
Charging conspiracy on the part of 
two ministers of the gospel and five 
members of the council of the city of 
Americus, Ga., to prevent the presenta- 
tion of his play, “The -Sins of the 
Father,” in that city, Thomas Dixon 
today filed suit in the United States 
circuit court here against them as 
defendants for $100,000 damages, actual 
and punitive. 

In the suit the Southern Amusement 
Company, as owner and producer of 
the play, joins Mr. Dixon, the author 
and the leading actor in the _ cast, 
charging that Rev. L. Burroughs en- 
tered into conspiracy with Rev. R, L. 
Bivins to prevent the presentation of 
“The Sins of the Father” in Americus, 
assigning as a reason for their action, 
“{mmoral tendencies on the part of the 
play.” 

In furtherance of the conspiracy, the 
suit charges that these two ministers 
prepared the following resolution, 
which they induced W. E, Brown, 4 
member of the council, to introduce in 
that body and urge its passage: 

“Be it resolved, by the mayor and 
city council of Americus, and it is 
hereby. resolved by the authority of 
the same, That a certain theatrical 
performance known as ‘The Sins of the 
Father,’ billed to play at the opera 
house in this city on the 15th instant 
(November), being in the judgment of 
this body immoral and damaging in its 
tendencies, and unfit and unsuited to 
present to a mixed audience, or even to 
a male audience, in the south, shall not 
for these reasons be allowed te show 
in this city, and the chief of police is 
hereby directed to notify the manage- 
ment of the opera house of the passage 
of this resolution, and to see to it that 
the said play is not presented in this 
city.” 

The resolution was passed by the 
votes of Councilmen W. E. Brown, Lee 
Allen, .C. C. Hawkins, C. J. Clark and 
J. S. Bolton; the chief of police was in- 
structed to act accordingly,. which he 
did, and it is charged that the plaintiffs 
were denied a hearing, when one was 
urgently requested, in order to show 
that the ministers and councilmen, 
none of whom had ever seen or read 
the play, were mistaken in their judg- 
ment as to its character. 

The suit is brought against the two 


mintaters. and the.five..qgembers of. 


a3 joint defendants. It is 
charged that the councilmen acted 
from personal and political motives, 
and that the object of the conspiracy 
was to defame, damage and injure the 
author and the producer of the play. 

It is brought out that the play ig not 
ef the character charged, but, on the 
other hand, such as any person of high 
moral tendencies, and even ministers 
of the gospel, might witness with 
pleasure and profit; and that it has 
been generally approved wherever pre- 
sented. 

The suit was filed by Dorsey; Brew- 
ster, Howell & Heyman, an Atlanta 
law firm, who firat wrote the defend- 
ants asking if they wished to redress 
the grievances complained of by Mr. 
Dixon and his company. 

Recelving a reply in the negative, 
the suit was filed today, returnable to 
the May term of the United States 
court for the southern district of 
Georgia.

| All States Show Increase. 

The states so far given have an ag- 

ae 
gregate population of 85,362,725. This| 
is an increase of 20.4 per cent over the 
aggregate population contained by the 
same states in 1900. 

The five states not included in the 
computation had an aggregate popula- 
tion of 5,139,336 in 1900. If they main- 
tain the growth of the other states, 
their aggregate will be brought up to 
6,166,774, giving a grand total for the 
United States of 91,549,503. Even if 
there should be no gain at/‘all, the total 
would be 90,502,061. 

Geergia to Show Gain. 

Georgia is expected to show a popu- 
lation of between 2,500,000 and 2,600,- 
000, as opposed to 2,216,331 ten years 


ago. 

The revised figures for Augusta, Ga., 
were given out tonight, and show an 
increase of 4.1 as compared with 1900, 
instead of a decrease of that size. The. 
revised figures are 41,040, as compared 
with 39,441 ten years ago. 
announced the population of Augusta 
as 37,826.

‘Secretary Knox Grants 


Request of Italy. 


Nation Compelled, Under Its 
Treaty, to Deliver Fugitives 
to Italy --- Question of Charl- 
ton’s Insanity One for Courts 
to Decide. 


Washington, December 9.—-Secretary 
Knox today granted the request of 
Itaty to surrender Porter Chariton, 
charged with the murder of hig wife 
at Lake Como. 

The secretary holds that the fact 
that Italy refuses te surrender her 
citizens to the United States for trial 
does not relieve this country from the 
obligation of the extradition treaty to 
surrender to Italy fugitives from jue- 
tice from that country. 

The question of the insanity of 
Chariton, it is suggested, is ome for 
the courts and not for the department 
to determine. 

Had Secretary Knox refrained from 
acting upon this case for six days, 
Porter Chariton would have been @ 
free man, as the statutes required final 
action in the case within sixty days 
from the date of his commitment. 

Broag Ground tia Opinion. 

The secretary takes broad ground 
in his @gpinion, holding that the mere 
fact that the Italian government de- 
clines to surrender its own citizens 
does not absolve the United States 
from full responsibility under the ex- 
tradition treaty and no way acts 

abrogate that treaty. 

The legal contention of counsel of 
the accused on that point and on the 
other point that the Italian demand 
for Chavsi.on’s surrender had not deen 
made in strict accordance with the 
requiremefits of the treaty are swept 
away by the secretary as without 
basis and the committing magistrate’s 
proceedings are found to have been 
regular in all respects. 

A closing remark by the secretary 
is of deep significance, carrying the 
Plain intimation that Charlton's at- 
torney may have further recourse to 
the courts if they are disposed to raise 
the question of insanity. 

The decision is lengthy and relates 
the history, of the case, beginning with 
the arrest of Chariton in New York 
on June 24 dast on complaint of the 
Italian viee counsel. 

Regarding the.attitude of the Ital- 


lan: govimbiilesteMingnthe negottatinns 
with this nation concerning the d@ispo- 
sition of Cnariton the decision says: 

“The course followed by Italy tn 
the present case indicates that the 
Italian government regards the United 
States and Italian extradition treaty as 
being non-rectprocal as to citizeng or 
subjects of the respective countries, 
and th while Italy cannot surrender 
to the lUn..ed States for trial and 
punishment her subjects fugitive from 
the United States, still the United 
States is, pursuant to its own interpre- 
tation, under obligation to surrender 
to Italy for tria} and punis&ment eiti- 
zens of the United States fugitive 
from the justice of Italy.” 

As to the question of obligation of 
the United States to surrender the 
prisoner wader the treaty, the decision 
says: 

Obligation of United States. 


“The questfon igs: now for the first 
time presented as to whether or not 
the United States is under obligations 
under the treaty to surrender to Italy 
for trial and punishment citizens of 
the United States fugitive from the 
justice of Italy, notwithstanding .the 
interpretation placcu upon the treaty 
by Italy with reference to Italian sub- 
jects. In this connection it should be 
observed that the United States, al- 
though consistently contending that 
the Italian interpretation was not the 
proper one, has not treated the ItaHan 
practice as a breach of the treaty 
obligation necessarily requiring abro- 
gation; has not abrogated the treaty 
or taken any step looking thereto, and 
has, on the contrary. constantly fre- 
garded that treaty as in full force and 
effect and has answered the obliga- 
tions imposed thereby, and has Invoked 
the rights therein granted. It should, 
moreover, be observed that even 
though the action of the Italian gev- 
ernment be regarded as a breach of 
the treaty, the trecty is binding untf! 
abrogated, and, therefore, the treaty 
not having been abrogated, its pro- 
Visions are operative against us.” 

In concluding his memorandum In 
the case, Secretary Knox says: 

To Meet Eucs of Justice. 


“In determining the meaning, which. 
as a matter of public morals, ought 
to be given to an extradition treaty, 
must be remembered that under our 
constitution and laws it is not pos- 
sible to punish criminais in this coun- 
try for crimes committed against the 
peace and dignity of forelgn govern- 
ments. and that, therefore, unless we 
surrender to such foreign wovern - 
ments, for trial and punishment there. 
in, our citizens committing crime with- 
in the jurisdiction of such govern- 
ments, such citizens will go whollr 
unwhipped by justice. Extradition 
treaties are negotiated and put Into 
force and effect in order that persons 
committing crimes tn one countrvand 
fleeing to another mav be brought to 
instice, and to interpret an extradf- 
tion treaty, which under our constitu- 
tion is the supreme law of the land. 
in a way that does violence to fits ob- 
vious meaning and our consistent #ron- 
tention as to its meaning, so as to 
produce a precise situation which the 
treaty was designed to meet and: Fer- 
rect cannot be jurtified. 

“For these reasons it is decided that 
the wovernment of the United Staten 
should surrender to the government a* 
Waly Porter Chariton, charged with 
the crime of murder, which erfme he 
has confessed. : 

“Counsel for the prisoner also enan-. 
tends that Charlton should not now 
be surrendered because the committing 
raagistrate refused to receive test?- 
mony tending to prove his insanfty. 1 
the magistrate erred in thus refugine 
such testimony the prisoner hag fie 
remedy in the courts and it is not for 
the depvartment, at this stage of the 
proceedings, to pass upon this ques- 
tion.”

Seemingly as spontaneous as Bo- 
hemlan is Puccini's music, and the 
singers sung their story through, not 
as though certain lines, certain songs 
had been set for them, but as though 
each utferance was the feeling of the 
moment, while the orchestra as a 
background !s complete, and as an In- 
dividual interest forges often to the 
front by the truth of the atmosphere 
it creates and the heauty of its con- 
Biant and copious annotations 

There is little plot and less dramatic 
action in “Boheme,” but the flow of 
the music, the “continuity” for which 
Puecini is famous, and his ability to 
dramatize feeling make the opera a 
full one. His orchestra is always a 
brave help to him, since with it he 
knows sO well how to make almost a 
commonplace situation eloquent. 

But generalization is not sufficient 
to describe the full beauty and com- 
Pleteness of last night's prodvction, 
every act a polished gem contributing 
to the full jewel of an opera. 


The first act refleects the gavyety ana | 


friendship of Bohemia, and love in Z3o- 
hemia, through the comic, the spright- 
ly in music, and then the tenderest of 
Sentiment. The tenor has there his 
best opportunity in the song of the 
poet, and Giuseppe Giorgi proved quite 
adequate, his voice mellow, and at dra- 
wFtic moments vibrant and impressive. 

The second act, outside the Cafe 
Momus, was wonderful in its variety 
of color, both as to scene and music.

They must 
establish the opera’s atmosphere; they 
must carry its convincingness, as well 
as its beauty. Reminiscences the or- 
ehestra especially brought out of 
“Mme. Butterfly” (if reminiscences may 
be spoken of an opera written after- 
wards), but appealing as the latter is, 
“Boheme” is possibly more beautiful.

PEORIA DIOCESE 
SIPPORTS SCHOOL 


“The annual] convention of the dio- 
cese of Georgia, just concluded at Co- 
lumbus, took far-reaching action in 
behalf of higher education,” said H. E. 
Stockbridge, of Atlanta; yesterday 
upon his return from the convention. 
‘Tt ap opriated $1,200 for the current 
expenses of the University of the South 
at Sewanee, Tenn. The appropriation 
was pro rated among the churches of 
the diocese, and <.ch church represent- 
ed. enthusiastically accepted its part 
of the responsibility for raising the 
fund. 

“The convention further unanimous- 
ly adopted a resolution requesting 
each of the other eighteen dioceses 
represented in the control of Sewanee 
to make similar pro rata provision for 
the university. It is. confidently be- 
lieved that this action of the youngest 
Episcopal diocese in the south will be 
followed by each of the other Episco- 
pal bodies. This will increase the an- 
nual income of the university by fr.m 
$20,000 to $25,uv0. 

“This action is noteworthy for sev- 
eral reasons. It wipes out the recent 
annual deficit in the budget of the 
university. It is an effective answer 
to frequent demand for secularizing 
church institutions of learning. It is 
an emphatic protest on behalf of a 
great Christian body against recent 
claim that church institutions of high- 
er learning were losing their hold upon 
chureh support. 

“The Episcopal church of the south 
now for the first time assumes defi- 
nite financial responsibility in support 
of its only university. This means 
that character-building is still recog- 
nized as the primary object of higher 
education at Sewanee, and that the 
influence or the Christian faith is still 
dominant in such education.”

TU STAND TRIAL 


Inquiry in Wood Case 
Involves Others. 


Charges Will Be Preferred 
Against Veteran Captain for 
Failure to Report Wood’s 
Misconduct---False Affidavits 
to Get Probe, Too. 


Police Captain John W. Norman, who 


was on duty at police Neadaiarters on 
the night that Detective R. A. Wood 
maltreated Ivan Wimbish, will be 
placed on trial before the police com- 
mission at the regular meeting next 
Tuesday night for failure to report the 
detective’s conduct to Chief Jennings 
and for failure to make out a full re- 
port of the affair after being told by 
the chief to do so. 

At the same time G. C. Watson and 
J. W. McWilliams, Jr., the two call 
officers who made alleged false afti- 
davits regarding the presence of the 
newspaper men at the time of the 
trouble, will probably face trial for 
their conduct in apparently attempting 
to shiela4 their brother officer. - 

Chairman Carlos Mason has Instruct- 
Chief of Police Henry Jennings to 
to the very bottom of the -affair. 
and if the evidence shows neglect of 
duty on any officer’s part, to prefer 
charges. 

Trial Next Tuesday. ® 

Chief Jennings was busy Friday 
working on this réport, and it can 
definitely stated that charges will be 
preferred against Captain Norman 
some time during Saturday, and that 
he will face the boarad Tuesday night 
next. 

The investigation touching Watson» 
and McWilliams is incomplete thus far, 
though it intimated strongly by 
memtsers of the board that their con- 
duct will be given a probe, too. ‘I'he 
investigation may touch Turnkey Tom 
Bayne, who had charge of Wimbish 
when Wood attacked him in the sta- 
tion house. 

The stenographic report of the Wood 
investigation is being gome over. ana 
the evidence drawing other officers 
into the scandal for failure to inter- 
fere with Wood's assault on Wimbish 
is being separated for the benefit ot 
the board. 

The charges to be preferred against 
Captain Norman will be for incompe- 
tency and failure to make proper re- 
ports of Wood's misconduct. Captain 
Norman will be askeg why he made no 
report to the chief immediately fol- 
lowing the Wimbish-Woog incident, 
and why, after making an inquiry of 
his own for two days, he submitted a 
written report, demanded by the chief, 
in which the affair was told in eleven 
hand-written lines, 

Will Not Touch Jett. 

It is not likely that Assistant Chiet 
E. L. Jett will be drawn into the im- 
minent shake-up. He was not present 
at the time, and the Only official 
notice he received was in a casual way 
from Captain Norman. who, it is stated, 
spoke lightly of Wood's misconduct. 
However, since his name was mentioned 
during the investigation, the board 
will probably allow Chief ‘Jett to make 
an explanation, 

“The case will certainly not be drop- 
ped with the mere dismissal of Detec- 
tive Wood.” said a member of the 
board Friday evening. “The evidence 
given in the investigation seemed to 
draw Captain Norman and others into 
the case, and it is only justice that 
the board go to the very bottom of the 
affair and find out in a fair and im- 
partial ma:.ser if i are guilty of} 
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misconduct.” 


DELAY WIDENING | 


TO PROTECT 


Why the Aldermen Did 
Not Concur. 


The Work on Marietta Street 
Will Be Delayed About Two 
Weeks in Order to Prevent 
Any Possible Trouble in the 


Future. 


The work of widening Marietta 
street has been delayed two weeks, be- 
cause the aldermanic board did not 
concur Thursday afternoon with the 


action of the city council. 

It was deemed best to let the work 
be delayed for this short period rather 
than run the risk of a much greater 
delay on account of the papers not be- 
ing in proper legal and business shape. 

As a large number of citizens are 
deeply interested in the proposed im- 
provement of Marietta street, the situ- 
ation is explained below: 

Every member of council and of the 
aldermanic board and the mayor are 
anxious to see the work pushed 
through as fast as possible, but it was 
thought that it would be in the in- 
terest of time to get the papersin prop- 
er shape before final action was taken. 
The mayor and .*embers of the alder- 
manic board went so far as to state 
that Marietta street would now be 
widened even if it cost the city much 
more than the $13,000 appropriation. 
Resolutiong Adopted by Council, 
At the meeting of council last Mon- 
day there was adopted a resolution ac- 
cepting the 10-foot strip of land do- 
nated by property owners on the north 
side of Marietta street. There were 
adopted at the same time resolutions 
accepting the $7,500 appropriated by 
the street car company, the $10,000 
given by property owners and the 
$3,000 appropriated by Fulton county. 
At the meeting of council on Thurs- 
day afternoon a resolution was adopt- 
ed requesting the mayor to draw up 4 
contract with the street car company 
whereby the company was to pay its 
$7,500 when the work of widening the 
street was completed. Another resolu- 
tion adopted was for a contract with 
E. C. Wachendorff, as architect, to 
superintend the removal and remoadel- 
ing of the houses and stores on the 
street af 10 per cent of the cost. 

All the resolutions about the Mari- 
etta street work adopted at both meet- 
ings of council went to the aldermanic 
board Thursday afternoon. 

Points That Were Raised. 

Alderman Grant and@ rman Kel- 
ley raised the point that the papers 
were not in a good legal and business 
shape, because there was no stipulated 
time for the payments of the maney by 
the property owners and county, be- 
cause there was nothing before council 
to show why the 10-foot strip had been 
donated, and nothing to indicate a 
legal agreement; because there were 
no estimates as to what the total cost 
would be, and the city would be enter- 
ing Into a matter that was unlimited, 
so far as the expenditures appeared; 


to pay the architect and because there 
ought to be a stipulation requiring the 
payment of all the contributions when 
the city demanded the money. 

It was decided that one of two 
things should be done—first, concur in 
the papers, and then let the mayor get 
matters into proper shape before he 
approved them, or, second, non-concur 
and lét a special committee do the 
work and report at the next meeting of 
council, 

Time Will Be Saved. 

It was agreed that time would really 
be saved by non-concurring, and this 
action was taken, and Mayor Maddox, 
Alderman Grant and Councilman Winn 
were Named as a committee ito present 
the whole matter Monday week in 
such shape as will meet the approval 
of. the city engineer and the city at- 
torney. 

Councilman Winn says he has most 
of the papers wanted now in his pos- 
session, and that it will not take much 
work to shape up everything as de- 
sired. The delay of two weeks, he 
thinks, will not .seriously interfere 
with the improvements that are to be 
made on Marietta street. 


WILL REVOKE LICENSES 
OF VALDOSTA SALOONS 


Number of Near Beer Dealers 
Will Be Materially 
Reduced. 


Ga., lTeecember 9.—(Spe- 
very probable that. the 
number of Valdosta near 
beer dealers will be revoked at a spe- 
cial meeting of the city council, which 
has been called for next week. Charges 
have been preferred against some of 
the dealers by Chief of Police Dam- 
pier, and these charges, as well as tne 
issuing of license for next year, wWiil 
come up at the special meeting. 

It is openly charged that some of 
the dealers have been Selling whisky, 
and the council will determine whether 
this, if true, does not constitute a dis- 
orderly place. A city ordinance was 
passed some time ago revoking the 
license of any dealer who opened his 
place of business On Sunday. While 
nothing was said in this ordinance re- 
garding the sale of liquor, it is very 
likely that the council will regard this 
as sufficient grounds for refusing io 
grant license to such dealers.

Not a dollar is left, it is said, to 
George W. Glover, of Lead, 8S. D., or to 
Dr. EB. J. Foster-Eddy, the son and 
adopted #0n,. respectively, of Mrs. 
Eddy. Both recently received substan- 
tial sums from her estate after a suit. 

Bequests of from $1,000 to $10,000 go 
to Mrs Eddy’s household staff. Calvin 
Frye, cne of her advisers, gets $18,000, 
it is said, and the Rev. Irving C. Tom- 
linson and Mrs. Laura E. Sargent are 
also beneficiaries.

While comparatively Little has been 
made public regarding the contents of 
Mrs. Eddy’s will, it will not be found 
difficult to determine what Christian 
Science stands for, what powers and 
authority the by-laws are intended to 
give, and what the future cou se and 
management of the same shouiu be.” 

John V. Dittemore, clerk of the 
mother church, said: 

“There will be no change whatever 
in the methods of conducting the ac- 
tivities of the denomination; in fact, 
the hundreds of messages received 
from the various branch churches 
throughout the world wouid prove the 
unswerving loyalty of Christian 
Scientists to the teachings of Mrs. 
Eddy and to the constituted authori- 
ties of the church. 

“The by-laws of the mother church, 
which were developed and adopted un- 
der Mrs. Eddy’s guidance, have been 
the rules under which the church gov- 
ernment hag been conducted, and they 
will be adequate for the future.”
